He got the role of Lolita's 
lover after David Niven turned it down 
saying, "I honestly lacked the courage." 
Mason had the courage. 

Almost as soon as he returned to 
this country after making "Lolita" in 
England, the divorce rumors started 
circulating. Then Mason came into New 
York to attend the opening of the 
movie and the word got out that he had 
written to his attorneys in Hollywood 
about arrangements for a split.

I don't think it will be that way for 
me, but I know I'll have to be extra- 
careful to see that it isn't. 

Still, growing into womanhood at any 
time and in any place is an exciting 
adventure. Now, remembering the boy 
who whistled at me, I couldn't help 
smiling. I felt kind of sparkly inside, 
and at the same time I felt a sense of 
power. I'm not a woman yet, but I will 
be soon. 

All of a sudden, the sky overhead 
seemed bluer, the California sunshine 
seemd to be shining more brightly and 
I couldn't wait for my friend to arrive 
so I could tell her all about the ad- 
venture I had today. END
